AN ACT relating to notification regarding mechanics’ liens.
Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

Section 1. Section 572.33, Code 1999, is amended to read as follows:

572.33 REQUIREMENT OF NOTIFICATION.

1. Notwithstanding other provisions of this chapter, and in addition to all other require-
ments of this chapter, a person furnishing labor or materials to a subcontractor shall not be
entitled to a lien under this chapter unless the person furnishing labor or materials does all
of the following:

1+ a. Notifies the ewner-and-the principal contractor in writing with a one-time notice
containing the name, mailing address, and telephone number of the person furnishing the
labor or materials, and the name of the subcontractor to whom the labor or materials were
furnished, within thirty days of t»he first furmshmg ef—the labor or materlals for wh1ch a llen
claim #s may be made;-ine

furnished. Additional labgr or matgrlalg furmshed by Lhe same pgrsgn to 1he same subcgg
tractor for use in the same construction project shall be covered by this notice.
2 b. Supports the lien claim with a certified statement that the principal contractor was
notified in writing with a one-time notice containing the name, mailing address, and tele-
hone number of erson furnishing the labor or materials, and the name of the subcon-
tractor to whom the labor or materials were furnished, within thirty days after the labor or
materials were first furnished efthe-amountkind,-and-value-of the laborormaterialsfur-
nished, pursuant to paragraph “a”.
